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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Office has reconsidered the ex parte prosecution of record in the instant 
application. Therefore, the finality of the Office action mailed 1 1 April 2006 is 
withdrawn. 

2. Applicant's second submission after final filed on 5 September 2006 has been 
entered. See MPEP 706.07(e). 

3. The Examiner has determined that there are more than one distinctly claimed 
inventions in the pending claims, therefore the following requirement for restriction 
outlined below is made. As finality has been withdrawn in the instant application the 
requirement for restriction is deemed proper under 37 CFR 1 .142 and MPEP 81 1 . 

DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

4. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 14 and 15, drawn to a method of using at least one phenotypical 
marl<er to identify seed with a genetically modified trait, classified in class 
800, subclass 266, for example. 

II. Claims 16-18, drawn to a method of generating soybean seed 
heterozygous for seed coat color of cultivars containing proprietary traits, 
classified in class 800, subclass 260, for example. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

5. Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs. 
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modes of operation, and effects (IVIPEP § 802.01 and § 808.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions are unrelated because they are directed to methods requiring 
different starting materials, different method steps and producing different and non- 
obvious end products, one from the other. 

6. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, 
recognized divergent subject matter, and because the search required for one of the 
groups is not required for another, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

7. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete within one 
month (not less than 30 days) must include an election of the invention to be examined 
even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
